(1) «It: is historically certain, that 
Jésus Christ lived on earth, that He 
claimed to be the Son of God made 
Man, and that He proved this His 
claim by the sanctity of His life, by 
the ae ogee of the Old Testament 
concerning the promised Redeemer, 
by miracles, and, above all, by His 
resurrection. 


(2) If Jesus Christ {is truly the 
Son of God, then all He said must 
be true, and al) He promised to do 
He must have done. Now, among other 
things, He promised to found a 
Church, and only one. Consequently 
there must now exist a Church found- 
by Jesus Christ, and since the 
Catholic Church is the oldest of al! 
societies called churches, it follows 
that the Catholic Church is that one 
Church founded by Him. 

(3) Even if we had not the ex- 
press. words of our Lord, that He 
would found only one Church, reason 
alone would convince every one that 
there can exist only one Church found- 
ed by Jesus Christ, since He could not 
contradict Himself, as He would, if, 
opposed as all churches are to one 
another in doctrine, He had been the 
founder of more than one church. 


(4) Christ not only promised to 
found a church, He promised also to 
build a church as the prudent man in 
the Gospel had built his honse—that 
is to say, upon a rock; not to allow 
the powers of hel! to prevail against 
her; to send to her the Holy Ghost, 
the Spirit of Truth, “to abide with 
her for ever,” and to remain Himself 
with her unto the end of time;—all 
of which means, that He promised to 
endow His Church with infallibility 
in teaching all nations until time shal! 
be no more. 

The establishment of the Church as 
the authoritative teacher of Christian- 
ity-is am historical fact. When proved 
from the New Testament, then 
proved from these texts as contained 
in historical documents acknowledged 
as genuine, authentic writings of the 
Apostolic age.

agreed upon a common measure. 

(10) Only a church claiming in- 
fallibility in teaching can claim also 
authority to teach, and to oblige its 
hearers to admit its teaching as true. 
Hence all non-Catholic churches, not 
claiming infallibility in teaching, give 
up at the same time their claim to au- 
thority to teach, and, consequently, 
their claim to be the Church founded 
by Jesus Christ to teach all nations. 

(11) The infallibility of the Church 
in teaching does not depend either 
upon the learning, or upon. the sanc- 
tity of her popes or bishops, but rests 
solely upon the promise of her Di- 
vine Founder, who is both willing and 
able to keep His promise. 

(12) This is confirmed by history. 
For, although the enemies of the 
Church have been very numerous, and 
many of them very learned, they have 
worked in vain to prove, by one sin- 
gle instance, that the Church ever con- 
tradicted herself. This proves, beyond 
a shadow of doubt, that the Church is 
not a mere human but a divine insti- 
tution, preserved from erring by the 
almighty power of God Himself. No 
doubt, assertions of the Church hav- 
ing taught contradictory doctrines 
have been made and will continue to 
be made; but all such assertions are 
either empty sayings, or as man 


y

| Convention Lacks 


_ Moral Standards 


HE annual New York Congrega- 

tional Church Convention, meet 
ing in New York, gave full indication 
of a complete absence of moral stand- 
ards among its members. According 
to newspaper reports, the Convention 
condemned military training in 
schools and military vacation camps 
while it proposed a referendum on 
Birth Control. 

After a discussion of the opposition 
of the Catholic Church to Birth Con- 
trol had been silenced by the chair, 
a resolution was unanimously adopt- 
ed, in which the Convention requested 
the Congregational General Council 
to meet in Seattle next month, to 
send a questionnaire to all the 6,670 
local churches of the denomination 
The resolution stipulated that only 
the opinions of persons married at 
least five years and having at least 
one child be sought. 

Evidently the Convention overlook- 
ed entirely the invalidity of any ar- 
gument from popular demand, when 
the thing in question is intrinsically 
wrong, as is Birth Control. Popular 
demand cannot change the laws of 
nature and of God. Nature will not 
be cheated here; God will not be 
cheated hereafter 

But why should military training 
in our schools and vacation camps be 
condemend?

CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 
The question of whether capi- 


tal punishment is necessary and 
useful as a deterrent to crime 


continues to be widely agitated, 
pro and con. ey 

Tm. a recent referendum the 
people of Michigan refused to re- 
store the death penalty, despite 
the high rate of homicide in the 
city of Detroit and the brutal 
murder last July of “Jerry” 
Buckley, radio announcer and 
civic reformer. 
Goy. H. H. Woodring of Kansas 
vetoed two measures seeking to 
restore capital punishment in 
that State, declaring that his 
veto was not actuated by any 
maudlin sympathy for the crim- 
inal but by the belief that it is 
for the best interests of the State 
that capital punishment be not 
restored. 

In England the Select Com- 
mittee on Capital Punishment of 
the House of Commons recently 
issued its report recommending 
that a bill be passed forthwith 
providing for the abolition of the 
death penalty for an experimen- 
tal period of five years in cases 
tried by the civil courts in peace- 
time, and that the penalty sub- 
stituted for the sentence of death 
be that now attached to re- 
prieved murders, until! such time 
as the prison system is humane 
enough to offer a proper alterna- 
tive to the death sentence. 

Eight American States have 
abolished the death penalty, 
while in others the death penalty 
ts retained, with life imprison- 
ment as an alternative. In a few 
the death penalty is made abso- 
lute. In a number of States, 
capital punishment was abolish- 
ed and subsequently re-enacted, 
usually under the stimulus of 
public resentment over some 
particularly heinous crime. A 
similar situation exists with re- 
spect to foreign countries, al- 
though a conviction of the neces- 
sity and usefulness of capital 
punishment is generally prepon- 
dérant. Enforcement, however, 
varies. 

At all events, whether capital 
punishment is necessary or not 
under present conditions as a 
deterrent to crime, the whole 


problem of crime requires a con-| 


structive approach, an approach 
which is to be sought in securing 
the economic, moral and relig- 
ious welfare of mankind. The 
best way to make the abolition 
of capital punishment not only 
desirable, as it is now, but ad- 
mittedly possible and reasonable, 
is by the wide and efficacious in- 
fluence of Christian principles in 
the conduct of life.

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THE “WORSHIP” OF KINGS AND QUEENS 
Critics of religion find fault with the respect and honor 
shown to those who hold high authority in the Church. But 
the same people very y see nothing to criticize 
when people exhibit the same sort of honor and respect to 
those who hold high places in the State. Religion itself de- 
mands that people pay honor to civil] rulers, and teaches that 
even these are invested with authority from God to rule, 
whether they be kings who sueceed one another according 
to family affiliation, or whether they be elected directly by 
the people.

“To many it is a soures of wonder what agonies women 
will endure in the name of Society; the process of being pre- 
sented at Buckingham Palace must be counted among the 
supreme tests for the social life, whether or not it was desig- 
nated as such. 

“The ordeal of candidates begins with a fanfare of pub- 
licity in the Mail long before the palace gates open to them, 
for everybody arrives at least two hours before the appointed 
time in order not to be too far down the line. 

“Their motors and carriages stretch down the length of 
the Mall, from the white mass of Queen Victoria’s statue to 
the Admiralty Arch; and the afternoon light reveals evening 
dress, court dress, military and nava].uniform or, in the 
case of the diplomatic corps, the court costumes of the coun- 
tries represented.
